He ascribes the 
present mischie!s of the world,-in nine cases out of ten, to internationab ignor- 
ance and stupidity, and the same. cause he assigns as the chie? reason for the 
strained relations which have existed in recent years between the United 
States and Japan M 

This Japanese statesman holds that the greatest need to the development 
of a better understanding between these two countries is nore publicity, the 
printing by the papers of hoth countries of more newWs--more sympathetic 
news—-of happenings in the other couniry, and a sympathetic interpretation 
of it. He advocates cheaper -radio and cable tolls which, he states, would be 
an dnealeulable aid in bringing about the consummation of this campaign of 
education against the great and always present danger of national ignorance. 

Undoubtedly one of the reasons for the sympathetic and good relations 
existing between the United. States and Canada is that we understand each 
other,—an understanding brought about by a common language, the free ex-

Here and There 


Vancouver.—According to statis- 
tics prepared by the Vancouver 
Merchants’ Exchange, the foreign 
trade export of the port has in- 
creased 400 per cent. in the past 
five years, while the import trade 
has increased 51 per cent. 


In a recent report from the Cana- 
dian Pacific Agent at Shanghai re- 
ceived at Montreal it is stated that 
the summer in vicinity of Shanghai 
has been trying on account of 
drought. This may have a disast- 
rous effect on the crops. The long 
and intense heat wave was only re- 
cently broken by a typhoon which 
struck the Coast near Shanghai. 


A plan is projected by the Osaka 
Prefectural Government authorities 
in Japan for the promotion of a 
large exposition in commemoration 
of the tenth anniversgery of the res- 
toration of world peace. It is ex- 
pected that the exposition will be 
opened in Osaka in 1929. The plans 
for the exposition, which will be 
carried out at tremendous cost, have 
nm approved by the Prime Min- 
ister. 


So successful on Canadian farms 
have been young bachelors, who, 
prior to residence in -this country 
were students in agriculture at the 
Hodleigh Salvation Army Schools 
in Essex, England, that the Army 
will shortly receive into those insti- 
tutions their first classes of married 
men destined for farm lands in the 
Dominion.

Monsters of a Million Years Ago 


View of “Bad Lands” of Alberta, 

‘The majority of tourists who travel across the open 
prairies on the Canauwian Pacific line east of Cal- 
gary, are unaware as they look towards the north 
that there is to ba found anything to interest them

except the prairies and prairie towns, But not many 
miles distant from the railway, where the Red Deer 
River cuts through the prairie, lies a valley known 
as the “Bad Lands.” This is a valley beside which 
the Rocky mountains are young—a valley whose 
bottom-lands record that once they were an inland 
sea along whose shores, millions and millions of years 
ago, lived those walking, creeping, crawling monsters 
known as dinosaurs, 

Only with the discovery of the dinosaur skeletons, 
and as a result of the numerous expeditions sent into 
the Bad Lands of the Red Deer by -the Government 
and by museums both in Canada and in the United 
States, has the river valley taken on a wider interest. 
Each season adds not only to the number of collect- 
ing parties but also to the number of tourists who 
are attracted by the picturesque character of the can- 
yon and whose imagination is thrilled with the thought 
of the age-long secrets which the valley is beginning 
to make known. 

When and how did these donosaurs live? What 
was the world like during the time when they flour- 
ished? How would this very valley have appeared 
at that time and what other creatures were to be 
found there with them? Such questions naturally 
arise as the dinosaurs take on a larger measure of 
reality. 

@At first one is likely to think of all these extinct 
“animals as merely prehistoric, living hundreds of 
peart, of course, before even Tut-ankh-amen, but per- 

haps at the same time as our cave-dwelling ancestors, 
with whom they may have contended for the mastery 
of the earth. The wri.ien records on which history 
is based extend back, comparatively speaking, only a 
few centuries; even the oldest, those of E. yot and 
Chaldaea, cover but sixty centuries. The still earlier 
periods when man lived in savage and barbaric tribes 
take us back only one hundred thousand years, and 
as no fossil remains are found in strata of that date 
it is evident that these huge reptiles had long been
